Sir ROBERT WALEY CoHEN’ on ‘the of the Ww ar 


‘Memorial, which we publish this week, will be read with the interest 
and the sympathy due to the earnestness and high-mindedness of 


lts writer. There has been a good deal of discussion on the subject 
of the motive and purpose of the Memorial, and although ‘we 
should be far from saying that they do not very properly lend 
themselves to debate and are capable of more than one point of 
Yiew, the opinions of Sir RoBeRT and his colleagues are set forth by 
him with a clearness which certainly leaves no room for miscon- 
teption. So far as the Jewish CHRONICLE is concerned, its 
- attitude is on record. The War Memorial has our hearty support, and 

“vill continue to receive if, and we can only hope that the response of 
che community wil yet be worthy of the ‘idealistic, yet eminently 


practical aspirations of those who have set the project on foot. 


We are, therefore, delighted to learn from Sir ROBERT himself that 
“the movement is going from strength to strength.” We still 
think, hewever, that, as we have before now. urged, those 
responsible for the Memori¢l would do well to consider whether 
a start should not be made with the work of the Memorial. Sir 
ROBERT now agrees that. it would be unwise to wait till the whole 


sum for-Which the Memorial pleads is in the coffers of the fund... A 


‘very considerable amount has been paid or promised. Surely a 


beginning could be made now by utilising the interest on this sum 


after payment of current expenses. We quite understand and 
appreciate the desire not to fritter away the money. But we cannot 
help thinking that operations could be begun without incurring this 
risk. As we have before suggested, the Memorial at work, would be 
the very best advertisement for the Memorial as every good Jew 
prays that it may be 


| Unity i in Trinity. 


LORD ROTHSCHILD and the Deputies of British Jews have adopted 
our appeal for communal unity with a swiftness and a thoroughness 
which are @ little disconcerting. Last Sunday his lordship sprang 
a proposal on his colleagues for the creation of a new Press Committee 
which should give us unity in the form of a trinity, with one (or 


two) of Mr. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE’S pet “shows” (as he would 


affectionately term them) forming part of the triune body. His 
Lordship was in such an uncontrollable hurry to get the new 
committee to work, that he does not seem to have had 
time to consult the old one—which was really not courteous 


—or (at least not formally) the Executive of the Deputies. 
He did not even stay to give notice of his proposals | 


in the usual way, although they involved saddling the Deputies 
with a large expenditure, His Lordship has given us 
unity with a vengeance; he has in fact “ poured out the baby with 
the bath,” as the saying goes. For the result is-a peculiar com- 


dination. We can quite understand the inclusion of the Deputies 


in a Committee designed to fight anti-Semitism, but we are at a 
loss to account for the presence of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 


tion. The Council of that body, to say nothing of the Association 


itself, has heard absolutely nothing of the matter, and it will be 
interesting to observe how an organisation with such straitened 
resources will care about being “assessed” to the extent of £500 
which it is generously to vote for the expenses of the trinity, 
The appearance of the League of “ British ’'—or is it super-British ?— 
Jewsas the third partner! is even harder to explain. It may, of 
course, carry some weight with the Morning Post, and in that respect 


might be useful, though it is not easy to see how the “scandalous 


Entente,”’ as it has been rightly called, is going to work out. Still, 
as an exhibition of self-sacrifice on the part of the Deputies, 
even at the cost of principle for the sake of Communal Unity, the 
inclusion of the egregious League—which has alwass kept the names 
and the numbers of its subscribers (of 1s. and upwards per annum) a 

profound secret—is surely supreme. Because the League was formed 
to undermine, if not to supersede the Deputies which was so “.un- 
British” as to admit delegates who were actually “ foreign” Jews! For 


. the Deputies now to take to their bosom an organisation that had thus 


tried to damage them asa body, and had certainly insulted every one of 
them individually, was an act redolent of that spirit of loving forgive- 
ness popularly supposed to distinguish the faith in which the trini- 


‘tarian idea—evidently so enamoured of Lorp RoTHscHILp—is a 
prominent doctrine. We notice, however, that the Independent. 


Order of B'nei B'rith is unceremoniously dispensed with, despite 
the fact that on at least one occasion the old Press COmmittee would 
not have had a quorum withont the attendance of the Order's 
delegates. But then that body took. its duties — seriously, 
and, besides, would have made “a fourth!’ in Lorp RoTHscHILD's 


combine—and that would ‘not have. borne so kindly an 
implication. Besides, too much ought not to be expected of the 


- Deputies—all at once. As it was in swallowing the League they had

Rie Methods. 


THERE is, however, a serious side to this matter. The whole of 
the proceedings relating to the new Committee w ere, as we suggest 
‘above, inconsistent with the orderly conduct of the Deputies’ affairs. 


The proposal to create the Committee was rushed through without 


consultation with the existing committee, and the Deputies are 
now involved in an expenditure of £500, which their penurious 


exchequer may or may not be able to find. The PRESIDENT, with his 


usual candour, we are given to understand, admitted that the pro- 


ceedings wera unconstitutional, an! we cannot agree that the 
vote of those present in favour of considering the proposal — 
them a whit ‘more legal. For only minority 


were, in fact, in attendance, and they had no right’ to 


pledge the absent majority. on a subject of which. they. 


were not given previous notice. It may be that some 
members of the majority would have made it. their special 


-- business to be present if they had known that the matter was to be 


brought forward. and it is unfair to commit them in this way behind 
their backs. We say this quite apart from the merits.of the Com- 


mittee as such, which may, and we hope will, do useful work; but 


we feel that there is something due to the dignity and usefulness of 
the Deputies themselves, and that it is regrettable in the extreme 
that this important body should revert te methods which were 


among the least commendable in its past history, and which. can - 
only damage it seriously in the public estimation. | 


American Zionist Attitude. 
WE hope that Dr. WEIZMANN is. by sie: 
Weekly Disvatch. That paper in its last issue informed its readers — 


that it was accorded an interview by the Zionist leader in reference 
to the attitude of American Zionists towards the Zionist World- 
Organisation. Dr, WEIZMANN, we observe, assured our contemporary 
that “there is no rupture between the British and United States 


Organisations,’ and he added that whatever reports may have 


been circulated, there has never been a rupture. Now, as Dr: 


WEIZMANN himself was the chief agent in circulating the reports 


to which he was supposed to allude, we think it would have been 
but fair, not-to say gracious, on his part had he explained 
how those rerorts came to be circulated and the mistake 
(if mistake there was), upon which they were based. He did not, 


-however,..even. give..very solid reasons for his sweeping assertion. 


All he told the interviewer so as to prove there had 
been no rupture, was that he had just received an invita- 
tion from the American Zionists to visit them officially. We 
really do not see that such an invitation precludes the possibility 
ef there having been a rupture; on the contrary, it might lend 
proof to the fact that all is not well in the American aitti- 
tude, when Dr. WerrtzMANN feels it mecessary to travel over 
to the United States and visit the American Zionists “ officially., 
But Dr. WEIZMANN somewhat hedges in the assurlig statement 
which we have quoted above. There had been, he declared, a “ read- 
justment” of views, and “on certain practical problems, there might 
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have been different points of view” held by American Zionists, 
“ but most of them,” he added, “have been or are being cleared up.” 
A somewhat a eenenhe ending this, to the bold, unvarnished 
statement that “there is no rupture between ane, British and 
United States Organisations ! 


Was Dr. We'zmann Understood ? 


But here, again, we are at a loss; because the rupture that has 
been reported was not one as between the British and United States 
Organisations atall. Itwas between the United States Organisation 


and the World Organisation ; and about that we notice Dr. WEIZMANN_ 


says nothing. Weknow the Zionist lea er too well to suppose that he 
could bave treated the Weekly Dispatch to a mere quibble, and can 
only therefore conclude that he was not clearly understood. How- 
ever, the spirit and purpose of Dr. WEIZMANN'S statement are quite 
cléar; It w as intended to tell the world at large that the Zionist 


Organisation of America has gone back on the resolutions at 


its. last Conference, to.which the JEWISH CHRONICLE a week or 
two ago called attention at length, that there is now no 


secession, and, it would follow, that the Zionist Organisation. 


in America, remains still part and parcel. of the World-Organisa- 
tion, is not adopting a separate policy of ' its own in respect 


to Palestine and Zionist matters generally, and is still, as it was . 


before, a branch of the World-Organisation holding its funds 


(subject to local expenses) at the disposal of the general body of 


‘Zionists. Dr. WEIZMANN’S message to. the Weekly Dispatch is thus 
of comfort and of» joy, for we now have his ‘assur- 
ance. that a great rift which 1f was supposed had oceurred in 
Zionist ranks has in fact never taken place at all—and that 
menace, a fatal menace, to the well-being of the movement which ’ 
was. supposed had been delivered, consisted merely of “reports” 
that had been “ circulated,” This is well, and our only regret is 
that Dr. WEIZMANN thought it consistent with his position as a 
Zionist leader, to deliver so important a message to a non-Jewish, 
rather than to a Jewish organ.

Ifanybody were seriously to suggest that they should give up 
the opportunity of making a little extra money by not working in their 
counting-houses, or their offices on Sabbath mornings, and repair to 
their synagogues instead, it would entitle that man to a permanent 


- place in Bedlam.” ‘‘The ministers say that we should,” I remarked. — | 


“Sir,” replied Pumpstock, “I said‘ seriously.’” 


“But,” he continued, “there was at the Deputics’ a

The Position of the East-Europzan Jews in Germany. 
A BLACK O'TTLOOK. 


BERLIN [F.A.C.) 
The position of the East-Earopeau Jews in Germany is becoming 
daily more acute. Notwithstanding the fact that immigration in the last 
few weeks has slackened’ somewhat, and emigration, especially to 
America, is on the imerease, yeé the probability of crcumstances changing 
very much for the worse duriag the coming wister must be taken into 
account. This, of course, depends in a large measure on the general state 
of German madustry. Shoeult the export trade, owing to the present 
venewod depreciation. of the mark, increase, if may be anticipated that 
the greater demand for labour will alse affect the position of the East- 
Kuropean Jews. But the prospeets in this direction are not very promising, 
On the whole, if is anticipated that, after the coming holidays, many of 


the large indnstrial coucerus will be obliged to close down. The 


employment of foreigucrs is strictly prohibited, and is only followed 
where there is a real lack of labour. Hence the ever-growing concentra- 
tion of Last-luropean Jewish emigrants in the Rhenish-Westpha'ian coal 
and industrial te:ritery, where several’ thousands are employed in the 
mines and the larger industries. | 

-. Matters are particularly bad in the large cities, such as Berlin, 
Leipsic and Munich, where the possibilities of carning a living are 
practically 1?. The efforts to establish East-European Jews on the land 
have, se far, not suececeded to an appreciable extent, 


The position of these immigrants is farther jeopardised by the strong 


anti-Semitic agitation. It isan easy matter, in view of the prevailing 
shortage of provisions and housing accommodation, to incite the masses 


_ against any immigrating element. The Nationalists persistently demand 


that the strictest possible measures, such as the closing of frontiers, intern- 
ment, and cxpulsion, be taken agiins& the bast-Kuropean Jews. The

The Balachovitch Massacres. 
TERRIBLE DETAILS. | 

Although the President of the Chamber of Deputies objected to the use 
of the term “ murders” in the questions on the Balachovitch massacres, 


asked by the Jewish deputies, who demanded measures against the gangs 


and compensation for the victims, the accounts collected by the deputies 
on the spot show that the conduct of the Balachovitch divisions was that 


of assassins. The gingsat first imposed fines on the Jewish communities | 


of Viodava, Sosnewice, and Lentchno. In the course of the massacres 
_ thirty Jews were killed at Zamostchevo, seven at Rotno, four at Wigen, 
three at Liniva, four at. Smolara, forty-six at Komarayva, four at 
Zamosc, cightcen at Zigerszele, fifty-two at Viodava, 158 at Shatzk, fifty 


at Libechin, sixty-four at Kremmno, eighty at Kamicon-Koshersk, three at 


Vereszin, three at Volia-Verestchinska, four at Stachov, three at Kachaitze, 
five at Suchev, twenty-four at Plotnitza, and one in each of the townlets 
of Drutov, Dobropol, and Myozdov. In addition, about threo hundred 
Jews were murdered in about thirty townlets near Kremno. At Ostrova 
and Vlodava Jows were buricdalive. Everywhere Jewosses from the age 


of 12 to the ageoft 70 were dishonoured in a wholesale manner. Gir's 


who tried to defend their honour were cut to pieces.. All townlets were 


plundered, and nearly all synagogues were desecrated. AtStoliv, the Jews 


were left in an almost naked state ; nor did those at Horodue and Visotzk 
fire much better. At Visotzk, bombs were thrown into the synagogue, an | 
the Jews beaten. Many of our coreligionists escaped into. the forests, 
where they were hunted by the gangs. Ithas been proved that Generals 
Balachovitch and Lachuitzki were responsibic for the orders to massacre 
Jews. On one occasion General Balachovitch advised his soldiers to kill 


éews “like dogs.” His officers participated in the massacres and in the - 


plundering. ‘The story of the formation of Jewish regiments to fight for 
the Bolsheviks is pure invention on the part of General Balachovitch to 
justify the murders. Ht is true, however, that Jews eseaped with the 
Red farces because they feared Balachovitch’s soldicrs. Hundreds of 
Jewish refugecs escaped to Pinsk, but even there they were ill-treated by 
the same gangs. 
In many piaces Polish soldiers and piiesis helped the Jews. Happily 
no ease is known where the Polish Commanders assisted the assassins. 
Thos at. Beodi and Sarna they prevented massacres. The Jewish popu- 
lation of Sarna, however, seffered heavily at the hands of the Bolsheviks. 
The Jewish institutions were closed, and the Jewish Orphans’ Asylum 
was converted into a General Asylum. Kasher food was abolished at the 
asylum, despite the protest of the children. The Synagogues were 


searched by the Red officers, and the Jewish shops were pillaged. 


Persistent Anti-Semitism in Poland. 
| WARSAW [F.0.C.] 

The Jewish deputies complained in the House against the failure of 

the commissions, appointed to report on the atrocities, to examine the 
victims. So far, only the authorities were heard. They also asked 
for the publication of full documents relating to anti-Jewish libels, 
and they deprecated the issue of orders prohibiting the appointment 
of Jews as officers and civil sorvants. Mr. Griinbaum wished to know 


why the Government only adopted Mr. Morgenthau’s suggestion not to — 


ppoint as officers Jews describing themselves as members of the Jewish 


gationality. Why were all other recommendations ignored? He also 


deprecated the practice of compelling Jewish emigrants applying for 


such dependents.

Mass Emigration of Ukrainian Jews. 


The Jewis: community of Warsaw has been greatly alarmed by 
reports that hundreds of thousands of Ukrainian Jews are on their way 
to Western countries in order to save themselves from ceaseless pogroms. 
All these masses are entirely without means, starving, devoid of clothing, 
and many collapse on the way. Of the women the majority are violated 
or are half mad. The Jews of Warsaw have already taken. all possible 
measures to mitigate the sufferings of their Ukrainian brethren to the 
utmost which the'r own limited means allow them. It is felt that if the 
Jews of the Western countries do not intervene in: an effective and 
energetic manner, the catystrophe will reach dimensions not to be 
compared with any tragedy which has already befallen the Jows.—J.C./)_

Sin, Members of the Council of the Jewish War Memorial have 
made almost heroic endeavours to make known to the community the 


fundamental principles by which they are actuated, and the objects which — 


they intend to achieve. Bnt there are evidently still some who do not 


know that the Jewish War Memorial is to perpetuate the memory of the 


Jews of the British Empire who fought in the war by 
(1) Endowing Jewish Religious Education. | . 
“(2) Building and endowing a Jewish Theological College in the British 
Empire. 
(3) Making proper provision for the Jewish Ministry. | 
In. view of the genuine desire to help the movement expressed by some 
of the correspondents and contributors whose doubts and difficulties have 


appeared in your columns, I will ask you to allow me to make one more

The first appears to be that the Council of the Jewish War Memorial 
is doing something so despicable as to attempt to exploit the sorrow of

JOINT. FOREIGN COMMITTEE. 
The PRESIDENT presented the following report :— | 
A meeting of the Joint Foreign Committee was held on November L6th, at 


_ 60, Old Broad Street: Sir Stuart M. Samuel was in the Chair. 


THE MINORITY TREATIES.-—Correspondence with the League of Nations was 
read relative to the .proposuls of the Joint. Fcreign Committee, and the action 
thereon of the Council of the League at its meeting at Brussels on October 


20/28. The Council has made various amendments in thea articles of the scheme 


for the establishment of a Permanent Court of International Justice, which 
embody the proposals of the Committee. These amendments do not appear to 


affect materially the ends the Committee have in view, but it. was resolved to 


refer them to the Sub-Committee for consideration and report. With regard to 
the proposals of the Committee for dealing with urgent cases arising under the 
Minority Treaties, the Council of the League has adopted a report présented by 
Signor Tittoni, in which the procedure in.such cases is dealt with. The result 
is that the proposals of the Committee have, in substance, been approved. The 
Sub-Committee has, however,- been asked to report definitely on this question, 
It was resolved to publish the correspondence with the League of Nations as 


soon as it was completed, and meanwhile the Presidents were empowered to— 


instruct the Secretary to proceed to Geneva in order to watch the interests of 
the Committee before the Assembly of the League. . 


ANTI-SEMITIC CALUMNIES.~-The Committee have received further docu-. 


ments on the subject of the assassination of the Russian Imperial Family which 
ccnfirm their view that the allegations of Jewish complicity in the crime are 


. grossly exaggerated if they are not wholly unfounded. It was resolved to publish 


these documents at an early date. 

THE PERSECUTIONS IN EASTERN EtropE-—The Committee had under con- 
sileration a large number of fresh reports dealing with the situation of the Jews 
in Poland, the Ukraine, and Hungary. The evidence in regard to attual 
pogroms in Poland is conflicting, but there can be no doubt of the general 
insecurity of Jewish life and property and of the impunity with which an 


incendiary anti-Semitic agitation is, carried on throughout the country. The 


reports irém the Ukraine are more definite and much more terrible. There 
seems to be little doubt that massacres on a gigantic scale have taken place and 
that in certain provinces, especially those situate between the limits of Polish 
aud Bolshevist jurisdiction, the Jewish population stand in imminent danger of 
extermination. On thissubject the Committee have had the advantage of con- 
ferring with an Ukrainian Delegation now in London, and it was resolved to 


ee effect to certain of the suggestions made by these gentlemen. In regard to 


oland and Hungary the Committee als> resolved on certain definite action 
which it is hoped may have good results. A further report on this subject will 
be communicated to the parent bodies at a later date. 


- Mr. LUCIEN WOLF, Secretary of the Committee, stated that with 


_ regard to their proposals to the League of Nations as to the permanent 


Court of Justice, since the meeting of the Joint Committee the sub- 
Committee had met and considered the amendments mad» in the scheme 
and had come to the conclusion that the amendments made no 
material difference in the satisfaction given to their proposals by the 
Council in the scheme. These proposals would now come before the 
Assembly to be confirmed, By the great kindness of the Secretary-General 
he had received a telegram on Friday, informing him that the matter 
would be considered on Monday, and the Presidents had consequently 
authorised him to proceed to Geneva. He had not the slightest donbt 
that the proposals would be accepted by the Assembly. The same 
applied to the report of Signor Tittoni enabling them to act promptly 
upon any infractions of the Minority Treaties. He could settle all details 
with the Secretariat when he arrived. The third paragraph of the report 
dealt with three important questions which practically covered the whole 
of the serious situation of the Jews in Eastern Europe. The Com- 


mittee were considering whether some fresh energetic action should not 


be taken. With regard to Poland they were in a difficult position as the 


information they received was.so very conflicting. The Committee 


had resolved to make fresh representations to the Foreign Office and to 
call” the attention of the League of Nations to the general situation, 
=stitating an infraction of Article 2 of the Treaty, The situation in 


the Ukraine was far more terrible, and there they were almost hel pless. « 


In the region in which the pogroms hal taken place a complete 
State of chaos and anarchy existed. None of the great Powers were 
represented there, and if was impossible to make any representation 
or bring to bear any influence which would be likely to have any’ 
effect. : With regard to Hungary they had been very active, not 
only with regard to the White Terror which continued practically 
unabated, as shown by the murder of the brothers Landau, but had also 
taken special note of the anti-Semitic legislation just passed by the 
Hungarian Diet. They bad come to the conclusion that such a flagrant 
detiance of Treaty obligations could not be passed over. In the previous 
Sunday's Observer it had been reported that Hungary had applied to the 
League of Nations for membership, and the Joint Committee had 
addressed representations protesting against Hungary’s inclusion so long 
as it disregarded the terms of the Treaty. 

Mr. R. Katz (West End Talmud Torah) stated that he had received a 
letter from his father giving terrible details of the situation in Poland. 


The PRESIDENT said that the letter should have been communicated — 


to the Deputies. 
Mr. KATZ said that the JEWISH CHRONICLE had published a report 
giving similar information. 
- Mr. LUCIEN WOLF said that every case was enquired into, andif there 
was prin facie evidence of its authenticity: it was communicated to the 


...Government. Unfortunately, much of the information reccived from 


Poland was exaggerated. 


Mr. MORRIS MYER (Cannon Street Road) asked whether the Joint 


- Committee took note of the interpellations of Jewish Deputies in the 


Polish Parliament, which, he suggested, gave authentic details of anti- 


Jewish activities. 


Mr. LUCIuN WOLF Said that these interpellations were beforo the 
Joint Committee, and formed part of its Polish dossier. He pointed oat 
that recent interpellations did not refer so much to the Jews in Poland as 
to conditions in the Ukraine and Eastern Galicia. ‘These matters had 
been referred by the Polish Diet to a Commission of Enquiry. 3 

The PRESIDENT, referring to Mr. Katz's letter from Vilna, poirted - 
out that the writ of the Polish Government hardly extended to that city. - 


The Polish authorities had promised him that the old Jewish cemetery at 


Vilna should be protected.’ Recent information he had received showed 
that the Government had done nothing of the kind, and the tombs in the 
cemetery had been destroyed. Bn | 
Mr. N. LAZARUS (New Road) drew attention to the terrible reports 
received from the Ukraine and to the anti-Semitic outrages comniitted 
by the troops of Generai Balachovitch. | 

_. Mr. LuciEN WOLF said that the Committee were. doing the best they 
could. General Balachovitch was reported to have set his face against 

Mr. ERNEST LESSER (United Synagogue) asked in what manner the 


new documents in regard to the murder of the Tsar were to be published. — 


Mr. LUCIEN WOLF said that they were to be presented in the form 


of a pamphlet. - 


THE L.C.C. AND ALIENS.~ 
The SOLICITOR AND. SECRETARY: reported that in accordance with a 


resolution passed at the last meeting, a letter had been addressed to the | 
Clerk of.the London County Council, drawing attention to the fact that in 


the opinion of counsel, its recent order in regard to the employment ofaliens 


was ultra vires in so fav as it applied to naturalised persons, The letter _ 


had been held back owing to the suggestion that it might be better to take 


‘private action through a member of the Board, but had ultimately been 


despatched on the 15th of November. 

Major ISIDORE SauMon, L.C.C., C.B.E. (Ebbw. Vale) protested against 
the delay in the despatch of the letter which had been decided upon by 
the Deputies. Hesaid that he had been placed in a difficult position when 
making enquiries on the matter. : | 


ALIENS COMMITTEE. 


Mr. FELIX Rose, the Chairman, presented the following veport of 


meeting of the Aliens Committee held on the 17th inst. :— | | 
At the suggestion of the Russian Dependents’ Committee, and in view of the 


‘fact that such Committee has at its disposal better machinery for investigation, 


it was decided that all cases of aliens applying for leave to enter this country 


should be referred to and b2 dealt with by such Committee. | 


The Committee has dealt with a number of individual cases of aliens within 
the country who were threatened with deportation, or were otherwise under 
orders to leave the country. In each case the Home Office further investigated 
the facts, and in one case leave to remain in the country was granted. In the 
others, there were circumstances in connection with the careers of the applicants 
which prevented the Committee from attaining success. 


The Committee feels that each of the cases in question received the best 
consideration of the Home Office. 

In one of the unsuccessful cases the Home Office informed the Chairman. 
that noapology was necessary for farwarding particulars of Aliens cases, as the 


_ Department was always glad to hear of facts which were not already within its 


possession. | a 
Several further cises have applied to the Board where theapplicants have 
evaded Military Service. In such cases the Committee have refused to give

PRESS COMMITTEE—NEW PROPOSALS. 
On the resumption of the debate on the Il’ress Committee’s report 
adjourned from the last meeting, oes 
Lord ROTHSCHILD (Manchester Great) said that. he was unfortunately 
not present to take part in the debate at the last meeting, but before the 


debate was resumed he wished to bring before them two proposals which — 


might very much alter the tone of the debate. Since he had been hack 
certain proposals had been submitted to him which required consideration, 


» and he suggested that the portion of the report dealing with the proposed 
_ Press Bureau should be again adjourned, and that they should only deal 


with the second portion of the report. : 
Mr. H. 8S. Q. HENRIQUES (West London) seconded the motion. 
Mr. M. ApPLEBY (Nottingham) moved, and Mr. P. M. PHILGIPs (Grand 


Order of Israel) seconded that the whole debate be adjourne!. Lord 


Rothschild’s motion was, however, carried with one dissentient.— 
Lord ROTHSCHILD said that they all knew of the anti-Jewish 
agitation. At the last meeting of the Press Committee they had agreed 


_ that a pamphlet containing the various articles countering anti-Semitic 


calumnies of *“r. Lucien Wolf should be distributed. He had been 


informed that the President had held various consultations with otber — 


bodies who were proposing to take independent action on similar lines, 


and he now proposed that a Joint Committee should be formed consist- 


ing of four members each from the Deputies, the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
and the League of “ British” Jews, to take steps to publish various articles 
and pamphlets, the bodies concerned providing an equal amount of money 
for the purpose. It had also been suggested to him that the Maccabeans 
and the Jewish Historical Society should be asked to assist the Cominitteo 
with their advice, and that Mr. Lucien Wolf should be asked to act in the 
same way in connection with this Joint Committee as he had acted 


with the Press Committee of the Board. Tie amount of money which he. 


was asking the Deputies to authorise to be expended was £500. 
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The PRESIDENT seconded the motion. He thought that much more - 


effective action could be taken by joint action than by each of the bodies 
concerned frittering away its resources by independent action. 


‘Mr. S. E. pr Hass (Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham) urged . 


that the Bnei Brith which was represented on the Press Committee of the 
Deputies should also be invited to co-operate. 
| Tie PRESIDENT said that this would be done. 

Mr. Morris MYer (Cannon Streot Road) protested against this matter 
‘being brougit forward withont previous. consultation with the Press 
Committee ‘and without notice to the Deputies. It wasa very bad prece- 
dent and not the way to deal with the Deputies. Tie moved that the matter 
be referred to the Press Committee for considc a ‘on and report. 

The. PRESIDENT said that Mr. Myer was perfectly right in his 
criticism. The matter had, however, only come before him on the 
previcus Thursday. It ought to have been considered by the Press 
Committee. 

2 Mr. H. S. Q. Henriques (West London) suggested that the Press 
Comittee should be authorised to mect representatives of the bodies 
concerned and bring forward cencrete proposals. 
Mr. Micwarn Levy (Association of Jewish Friendly Societies) 
seconded Mr. Myer’s motion. 
Deputies should not pat thei ir hallamark on a body, the very name of which 
Was objectionable to large masses of Jews in this country. The President 
and Vice-President must hate very bad memories if they had forgotten 
the infamous letter written by members of the League of “ British ” Jews, 
defending Jews born in this country at the expense of the aliens. He 
hoped that whatever organisation was invited to co- operate, the League 
of “ British” Jews would be left out. (Cheers). 

Mr. M. G. LIVERMAN (Dublin United) joined in the protest against 
this proposal being brought forward without previous reference to the 

, Press Committee. 
decide what ordanisations could usefully co-operate with it. 

Lord RovtTiscHiuD (Manchester Great) said that the attitude taken 
up by Mr. Levy was most unfortunate. Whatever they might consider 
as to the past actions and tendeneies of the League of “ British ” Jews, 


the question before them affected all Jews throughout the world, and he © 


urged that it was necessary for them to sink the ir differences. They could 

not deal properly with the matter unless they knew what the other 

bodies were pre pared to do, 

Mr. P. (North-West London) said that-it would be folly to

THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


LVIIL—RABBI MEIR: A LIGHT IN DARKNESS. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


I can well understand your ale to know smnnibias of Rabbi Meir, 
and I shall do my best to enlighten you in this letter. ai 
_ To begin with, try and realise the sadness of the period in which he 
lived, that is to say, between the years 1538 and 164 of the common cra, 
The Jews in Palestine had just passed through a time of great trial, for 
the hand of the Emperor Hadrian had been heavy upon them. Hadrian, 
in one of his mad moods, determined to crush the Jews, and accordingly 
forbade the practice of their religion, forbade them to keep the Sabbath, 
to circumcise their male children, and to study the Torah. But, as 
you know, persecution never stamps out the Jew, and the result was that 
the nation rebelled against the senseless legislation of Hadrian. The 
rebellion, however, was crushed ; Bar Kochba, its leader; taken; and, of 
his associates, some were scattered to the winds of heaven and others 
died a martyr’s death, When the first of the Antonines succeeded 
Hadrian and a peaceful wind blew over the Roman Empire, the Jews, 
too, felt its gentleness, and began slowly to recover hope. But that hope 
needed stimulating, for the men and women of those days had looked 
death in the face, and the sense of injustice which Hadrian's legislation 
had engendered was as iron which had entered into their souls. Reconstruc- 
tion was needed in all directions; economic reconstruction and recon- 
struction in the spiritual field. The hope of the time lay in. wise 
leadership, which was itself instructed and which had in addition a 
sympathetic mind towards the problems and reforms of the time. . _ 

Of such leadership Rabbi Meir mast have had a goodly portion. 
Nothing is known of his parentage, save only a tradition that he was a 


- descendant of a family of proselytes closely related to the Emperor Nero. 


But this uncertainty is of littl moment, seeing that great men are great. 
on their. own account and not because of their origin. .We do know, 
however, that he was one of the pupils of Rabbi Akiba and Rabbi 
Ishmael, two giants of the previous generation, and from both he learnt 


not only to know the Torah but also to appreciate profane Jearning, 


especially Greek. Meir is reputed to have known the Bible by heart, 
and we are informed that on one occasion, when he was at Sardes, in 
Asia Minor, on the Feast of Purim, and no Hebrew text of the Book of 


; Esther was available to read in the synagogue, he read the Megillah in 


its entirety from memory. By profession he was a scribe, and it is said 
of him not only that he made a special kind of ink of his own which len! 


beauty to the script, but that bis workmanship was very fine and ont of the 


ordinary. His profession gave him great satisfaction, and he is responsible 
for the dictum that a man should teach his son a clean and easy business. 
NPP) 12 SIN His weekly earnings were said to 


have been three shekels.. It is typical of the man and of his age that 


two-thirds of his income he used for his family, and the remainder he 
spent on the maintenance of scholars. Study and scholarship, learning 
and teaching, were in his view the basis of reconstruction needed in - 
his age by the country and the people; and one cannot help feeling 
that those who are responsible for our own War Memorial are. wise in.

Do you recall what he said in praise of learning? “He who situadies the

He 
is clothed in meekness and reverenee; he is made -just, pious, 
upright and faithiul; he is kept far from sin and is brought near to 
virtue; through him the world enjoys, counsel and sound knowledge, 


ail, for. the 


_ understanding and strength; he obtains the capacity to rule and to be 


discerning in judgment; the secrets of the Torah are revealed to him; 
he becomes like a never-failing fountain and like a river that flows on 
with sustained vigour; he is modest, long-suffering and forgiving of 
insults; and he is magnified and exalted above all things.” 


It is not difficult to imagine the Rabbi speaking to the people in 


some such strain as this, glorifying the duty of acquiring and spreading 


knowledge. In particular he was concerned to point out to parents 
the fundamental necessity for teaching their children, and his is 
of the several thousands of others-of the sureties 


demanded by God Almighty as Israel stood before Mount Sinai. The 


Almighty wanted to know whom the people were prepared to offer as — 
securities that they would observe the Torah. They mentioned the 
Patriarchs,; but these were found wanting ; they mentioned others with a 
similar result. Finally, they declared that they offered their children as 
surety for their observance of God’s Commands, and the children were 
This appeal to parental love, and itS mixing with” religious 
duty, is not yet too old for our own generation. Another piece of advice 
which is associated with Meir’s name is that in teaching children the 
shortest way is the most effective—3V¥P 


Meir was a great traveller. It is recorded that he wandered up and 
down Palestine, that he went to Lydia and Cappadocia in Asia Minor, 
teaching and preaching, encouraging and advising, his one aim being tc 
bring about a spiritual revival among the Jews of his time, who were 
depressed and discouraged by the political events through which many 
of them had livedin terror. Hisadvice must have been sound, for Meir is 
described as a brilliant reasoner, so brilliant that '{ came to be said that 
all who listened to Rabbi Meir were made to feel as though he up-rooted 
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very staff was accounted wise, for the opinion spread that whatever it 
touched had wisdom imparted to it—NU BIN? VR“ 
indeed, some go far as to say that the man’s name was not 
Meir at all, that his real name was Moses, and that Meir was 
but an appellation to explain that he lightened the eyes of the 
wise. Perhaps a few of his sayings may serve to illustrate his 
wisdom. ‘‘Let your words be few before God,” he was constantly 
preaching; while another of his favourite dicta was, “All that God does 
is for our good”—T3IY 3269 AD 75. Accord- 
ingly, “suffering is not so much a sign of God’s displeasure as 
a reminder that the sufferer should repent.” Meir was a great 
believer in repentance. He held that if only a single individual 
repent, the whole of the society of which he is a member 
is pardoned. This is large-hearted, certainly; but then Meir had 
a large heart. He felt greatly for what his people had had to 
go through, and he comforted them with the thonght that “man’s 
-ufferings are the sufferings of God.” . This is a bold picture, but who will 
deny its beauty? Meir strove likewise to give fresh courage to his dis- 
heartened countrymen, telling them that it was fheir duty to bless God for 
evil as well as for good, and insisting, contrary tothe current non-Jewish 
opinion of the time, that their low estate was no evidence whatever that 
they had eeased to be Children of God. Children of God they would 
vemain, whatever their condition might be—O%1 OM) 
and, therefore, it was their duty to behaveas such at all times. 


Do you not agree that teaching of this quality might not be without 


efficacy in our own days? Characteristically Jewish was Meir’s opinion 


that “a man’s a man for a’ that”; even when he does evil he is stilla 


man, still the child of God. And so he praised the humanity of the 
Mosaic Law which prescribed that a criminal who was hanged on a tree 
should be taken down at even. He illustrated this lesson by telling his 


audience the story of twin brothers, one of whom became king, and the | 


other joined a robber band. In due course the latter was hanged for his 
crimes, and because of his likeness to the king the people cried: ‘There 
hangs our sovereign”; as a result the king had him taken down. 
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- Meir was against vow making. One can understand that the taking 


of vows should have been a refuge of the weak and the oppressed, just as. - 
in a time of trouble and uncertainty people should have pinned their faith. 


to dreams, Dreams, Meir taught, neither raise nor lower a man. They 
are of no consequence. Itis intelligible that there should have been a 


good deal of dissatisfaction in Palestine in the days of Rabbi Meir, and in ce 


this connection his definition of the truly rich is striking. ‘‘ Who is rich? 
. He who finds contentment with his riches.” 
Meir was sufficiently ahead of 
terms with non-Jews, and to pay attention to the opinion of minorities. 
“Do not. look at the jug,” he used to say, ““but at whatis inside. There 
is many a new jug full of old wine, and many an old jug with not even 
new wine init.” Meir also preached humility and practised it. Thereis 
- a story told of a woman who regularly attended his lectures, and who on 


one occasion came home late in consequence. She found her lord and 


master full of wrath, and he insisted that te wou'd leave her unless she 
went to the teacher to whose words she had listened and spat in his face

When Meir. heard of this he insisted that the woman _ 


should carry out her husband's. wish, and was content that in this 


_. way he should be the peace-maker between the couple. Perhaps he 


realised the preciousness of a happy family life, for he was among those © 


fortunate ones who were able to boast of this great gift. His wife, 
Beruria, that is Valeria, was. accounted a wise woman in her generation, 
kindly, God-fearing, and full of sense, The story of how she informed 
her husband of the loss of their two boys is doubtless well-known to you. 


It appears that they fell into a well one Sabbath day, and when they 


were drawn out the boys were dead. She took them into their room and 
covered their faces; and when Meir refurned in the evening she came to 
him, and with an anxious voice enquired what she was to do. Someone 


had lens her two jewels, and now asked for their return. The 


Master's answer was definite and precise. Of course, she must give back 
the jewéls at once. Taking him gently by the arm she led him to where 
the boys lay, and uncovering their faces, said to him: “These are the 
iewels of which I spoke, and He Who lent them to me asks for them back 
again.” There was no further answer, nor need of one. 

a great traveller himself, Meir had a curious theory as to how to 


travel. To travel alone was dangerous. To travel with another was 


inadvisable because that might lead to quarrelling. The best way. was to 
travel in. threes, and then you would be sure of peace. It is not difficult 


to imagine that traveiling in Palestine in those days must have been no | 


easy enterprise. Meir himself relates that on one occasion he and some 
companions intended to spend the night at an inn, but mine host 
attempted to persuade them to continue their journey along a certain 
road. As it turned ont, that road led straight into a robbers’ cave, and 


many were the victims claimed by it. Meir, however, managed to con-_ 


vince the inn-keeper that he was not yet ready togo along that particular 
road, seeing that he expected the arrival of his brother Ki-Tob (3't~'3). 
He was, therefore, allowed to spend the night at the inn, and 
when in the morning mine host came and inquired where the 
brother was, Meir explained that he had merely waited the 
dawn of day, for does not Holy Writ describe the dawn of a 


new day as 310? Yet great traveller though Meir was, he was passionately 
fond of Palestine, and he went So far as f6 assert that he who livesin the — 


Holy Land, speaks Hébrew, and eats kasher food, will be certain to en joy 
the kingdom of Heaven. This may sound a little harsh in our ears 
to-day, but let us not forget the age in which the man lived; perhaps 
there was good reason for the dictum then: When death caught Rabbi 


Meir he was at Sardes, in Lydia, and he requested on his death bed that : 


h's coffin might be taken down to the sea coast, so that the waters of the

Meir was responsible for the characterisation of the Jew as being pitiful, 
modest, and charitable, It seems to me that this perfectly characterises 
Rabbi Meir himself.

APPLES COOKED IN SEVERAL WAYS. 


QUEEN APPLES. | 
REQUIRED: Apples 2 1Ibs.; pieces of plain stale cake 4 !b.; sugar to 
taste; two eggs; cloves. = 
METHOD.—Stew the apples with sufficient sugar, a little water anda 
few cloves. When quite soft, rub through a sieve. Crumble the cake 
into this, and let the mixture cool a little, then beatin the yolks of the 
eggs. Turn into a well-greased dish (a souffié dish is the nicest) and bake 
in a moderate oven about. half-an-hour. Then whip up the whites of the 
egg3 with two tablespoonsful of castor sugar into a meringue and spread 


this over the top. Put back into a quick oven fill the meringue is lightly 


browned. Serve hot or cold. 


| APPLE CREAM (FOR AN INVALID). 

REQUIRED: Apples 7 lb.; cream 4 gill; sugar to taste; lemon rind; 

METHOD.—Place the apples and a little lemon rind in a saucepan 


with just sufficient water to prevent them sticking, and stew till quite soft. | 
Then rub through a sieve. Whip the cream till of sufficient density to 


hang ona fork. Stir it into the apple puip, sweeten to taste, and colour a 
delicate'pink with cochinea!. Pile up the mixtureina glass dish, and put 
round-it strips of sponge cake or sponge fingers.

| | “SEFATENU” SOCIETY FORMED. 
A meeting was held at Jews’ College last Sunday, with the object of 


forming. a branch in this country of the recently formed Palestinian 
Society, “Sefatenu,” under the name of Sefatenu: League of the Lovers 


of Hebrew.” > 

The Rev. Morris JOSEPH presided. There was, he said, already 
existing in Palestine a Society, the object of which was to promote the 
study of the Hebrew languge in that country, for if would be a great pity 


if, when the new State or Commonwealth would be established in the Holy 


Land, it shou'd be a community of people speaking various tongues. 
There should be only one language, andof course there could be no question 
as to which that language should be. Their language was almost—if not 
equally —as sacred a heritage as their religion itself, and ic seemed to him 
to be the solemm duty of every Jew worthy of the name to safeguard that 


heritage and to do all that in him lay to:promote the study of Hebrew, to 


make if—what it ought to be -a living language. Not only would the 


branch help the parent society in Palestine, but also the study of Hebrew. 


in this country. They could co-ordinate the various agencies already 
working here to that end, and help them to perfect their organisation. 
Mr. L&ON SIMON, B.A., Hon. Secretary pro tem., exp .ained in detail 
the objects and raison d’étre of the League. He said that the 
immigration of Jews into Talestine meant something different 
from the immigration of Jews into America or. any other country. 
That there was something unique in character about a settlement 
of Jews in Palestine was symbolised by the fact that they expected 
Jews in Palestine to speak Hebrew, and this idea made a. wider 


appeal than any other idea to present-day Jews—perhaps especially in — 


this country. They might ask why an organisation or any help from 
here was needed. The reason was that Hebrew as the language of Jews 
in Palestine did not come of itself. It was the language of the younger 
generation, and this was due to the devoted efforts of the Hebrew teachers 


in Palestine. The society “Sefatenu” had been formed with the object 
of bringing Hebrew to the lips of the immigrants by the formation ofclubs, | 


of Hebrew classes for adults, by sending people to the homes to teach the 
‘asses Hebrew, and by the publication of text booksin Hebrew. He 
looked forward to the time when “ Sefatenu” would be a world organisa- 


tion and the most tangible and real link between the Jews of the world 


and the Jews of Palestine. He moved the following resolution: That 
‘Sefatenn’ (League of the Lovers of Hebrew) beandis hereby constituted.” 

Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH, who seconded the motion, said that the 
principal attraction which the society offered to him was the fact that it 
intended to help those who were working in Palestine at what, strangely 


| enough, was a very difficult problem —the establishment of Hebrew asthe

“INTERVIEW FOR THE JE WISH CHRONICLE 
WITH : 
MR. LAZARE SAMINSKY. 


NE of the most interesting and welcome guests in our midst 
Q during the past year has been the distinguished young Jewish 
composer, Mre Lazare Saminsky, who is about to leave for 
America. Mr. Saminsky was born in Odessa, and received his 
musical education at the Petrograd Conservatoire, at the same time 
graduating at the Petrograd 
University in mathematics, an 
unusual combination. After 
the Russian Revolution he 
became the director of the 
Tiflis Conservatoire, attached 
to the People’s University 


Symphony Concerts the 
State Theatre. At Petrograd 
Mr. Saminsky was a pupil of 
Rimsky-Korsakoff, the famous 
Russian composer, who has 
taken the greatest interest in 
his pupil'scareer. Mr. Saminsky 
has devoted himself’ to the 
study of Jewish folk music, 
and was one of the founder's of 
the Jewish Folk Music Society 
and President of the Art Com- 
mittee, which consisted of all 


Mr. Lazare Saminsky.- 


-. Apart from his work: in this 
direction; he is responsible for 
including a symphonic trilogy: 
‘Symphony of the Mountains,” 
| The first number was produced at 
the Imperial Opera House, Petrograd, under his own baton. His 
other works include two Biblical ballets, “ The Lament of Rachel,” 
and “ The Vision of Ariel,” an orchestral poem “ Vigilizw,” a prelude- 
triad, choral works, violin pieces and songs, the latter including charm- 
ing treatmentsof Georgian and Circassian folk melodies. Onleaving the

The Chief Rabbi and his party have had a most strenuous time since 
their arrival here, and what with services, receptions, business-calls, 


interviews, meetings, and dinners, they have been up to their eyes im

The first outing after arrival was to Paarl, which is nearly forty 
miles from Cap3 Towa. Tho Com: nunity is asmvil one—about seventy 
families and all foreign (Russian or Polish). They were very keen to 
welcome the purty but not t» give. This, one can understand, as only 
last week a member of the Cape Town Community collected over £1, 000» 
in Paarl in aid of the Russian Jewish children, and this naturally had an 
adverse influcnce on onr mission. Dr. Hertz examined the children in 


-the Talmud Torah, and afterwards delivered a sermon in the synagogue, 


in which he mide an eloquent appeal for support of the fund. A small 
committee was formed, and promised contributions amounting to about 
£250 spread over five years from thirty-five subscribors. 


A visit was also paid to’ Wyaberg, which contains a congregation of. 


about eighty members—all foreign. Aservice was held in the synagogue 


and the Chief Rabbi delivered an address. A collection was made which © 


resulted in one promise of fifty guineas, and six of twenty-five guineas— 
all spread over five years.

THE ZIONIST POSITION. 


[FROM OUR POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 
The all-important question of the Northern Boundary of Palestine is, 
unhappily, in a most unsatisfactory position. The French Government, I 
learn, Will not budge from the position which it has taken up, insisting on 
the Sykes-Picot line of demarcation. This, if finally agreed to, must rob 
i'alestine of the vital Litany river. To say that France had spoken the 
‘ast word upon the matter, is, however, perhaps premature. For she 
nas intimated that if she is to make a concession in respect to the 
Northern Boundary, she will require some compensation elsewhere. 
Lut itis very difficult to see where that compensation is to come from, 
ind the British Government has said quite frankly that it is not going 
‘5 quarrel with France over Palestine. | | 
Dr. Weizmann is fully alive to the difficulty of the situation, and last 
veek, Iam informed, he addressed a private gathering of sympathetic 
iuembers of Parliament at the House of Comnions, before whom he 
\trongly urged the Zionist claims and the importance of the Northern > 
oundary qnestion. 
In the Government there is a diversity of opinion ; the Prime Minister 
is said to be favourably inclined to the Zionist claim, and sois Mr. Balfour. 
But Lord Curzon is not in sympathy with either Mr. Balfour or Mr. 
.loyd George on the points at issue. In fact, there is a strong difference 
of opinion between them. Lord Curzon is backed up in his view by a. 
very powerful body of opinion, which is gathering in both Houses of 
Parliament, in revoit at the cost of the military in Palestine; and I have 
heard gome very frank expressions ow the matter, which demur at 
British money being spent for a Zionist Palestine. This, of. course, 
is absurd, since a Zionist Palestine, if eonceded at all, must be 
recognised as British poticy. ‘That is to say, as valuable to Great Britian 
and to the world at large as itis to Jews. There is noquestion, however, 
‘that the root of the difficulty at the moment is inthe French attitude ; 
and I am credibly informed that so stubborn, if not impatient, has that 
attitude become upon the Zionist position in Palestine, that the Quai 
d'Orsay has specifically refused to listen to representations made to them 
on behalf of the Zionists, even of leading French Jews.

LORD. ROTHERMERE ON ZIONISM. 

In the cou se of an article in the last isspe of the Sunday Pictorial, 
Lord Rothermere (a brother of Lord Northcliffe) observes: . 

What about Palestine? Mr. Balfour, as Foreign Secretary, but without 
consulting Parliament, wrote a letter on November 2, 1917;:in which he said that

Sin,—The opinions that are frequently expressed in your columns, 
editorial and otherwise, and otcasionally elsewhere—this*week, for 
instance by Mr. Zangwill and yourself — regarding the fulfilment of Zionism 
and of its programme, seem to me so unreal and distant from practical 
affairs that, after waiting vainly for someone else to bring a current of 
reality into the discussion, or rather to initiate a discussion, for hitherto 
the realists have remained for the most part. quiet, I feel impelled 
to address this letter to you. To me it scems that the difference between 
you and those who think with you on the one hand, and the party in 
Zionism whose yiews I am endeavouring to interpret, is really one of 
time. The aim of both parties is identical. The one takes “slow 
but sure” as its watchword, sees in patience one of the cardinal 
virtues of statesmanship: the other is anxious only to rush for the goal as 
quickly as possible, holding, unconscionsly and unintentionally, but none 
the less tenaciously with Madame de Pompadour, that what follows after 
us matters not-—‘After us the deluge!”

Every advocate of a 
Jewish Palestine, and these include the British Government, desires that 


this immigration shall be as rapid and as large as possible. But here the. 


The former, 
including the British Government and the Palestine Administration, 
insist that not a single immigrant shall be admitted until the country can 
digest him. They recognise that immigrants must have shelter for the

for their support. | 
Palestine Administration insist that these conditions shall be assured in 
_ case of every prospective immigrant before permission is granted him to 
enter the country. In thus insisting the Government andthe Administra- 
tion are furthering effectively the cause of the Jewish people: for every 
permit that is refused to-day a stone is removed from the path between 
Jewry and Palestine. I know that your correspondents will not agree 
with this. It was Dr. Nordau, I believe, who demanded not long ago that 
half-a-million Jewish immigrants should be transported forthwith to 
Palestine. When asked how the mere physical transport was to be effected 
he replied that the Jewish people must act in the same manner as the 
British Government who transported half-a-million troopsto France in the 
course of a few months, forgetting that the Jewish people, a quarter of the 
size of the British, with a hundredth part of their resources, and scattered 
over all the Continents instead of being concentrated in one island, is a 
people, whereas the British Government is a government.

Under Dr. Nordau's plan, on the other hand, if by a miracle 
the initial difficulty of transporting half-a-million immigrants were over- 
come, we should have half-a-million homeless and starving beings wander. 
ing about the land, falling and dying by the wayside. Of the half-a-million 
but a few would survive by the end of the year. Their destruction 
would involve even more than the loss of half-a-miliion lives; it would 
involve the destruction of the present Palestine State, and retard for 
centuries the creation of a Jewish Palestine. | | 
I said before that the creation of a Jewish Palestine was the task of 
the Jewish people, on whom almost all of the labour must inevitably 
fall. I feel that I have trespassed too far upon your Space, and hesitate 
to continue. I trust, however, you will afford me a few more 
lines in which to remind your readers and the ‘Zionists of the 
world that the year 1920 marked a turning point in the history of the 
Zionist Organisation. Hitherto its function has been political and educa- 


‘tional. With the adoption of the Mandate and the drawing of the 
‘boundaries its political activities will come to an end: with world Jewry 


practically united in favour of a Jewish Palestine, the educational 
activities of Zionism become a matter of relatively minor importance. 
On the other hand, the development of Palestine, which has hitherto been 
a matter of little relative consequence, now dwarfs all others into 
insignificance. But an organisation for economic development isaltogethcr 


‘different from one for the propagation of the Ziontst idea, and those who

the rapicious hand of the Turk. It was not their fault that the Jand 
had been left derelict for ceaturies, blighted by misrule and devastated 


_ by war, and that the Jewish people is now scattered all over the globe 


with the great bulk too poverty-stricken and misery-laden even to 
emigrate.

. Could the Zionist leaders close their eyes to these factors, as Mr. 
Zangwill doesin hisarticle? Could they ask the Arabs to “trek” and bid the 


country to clothe itse’f in verdure, and spontaneously bring forth all the 


agricultural and industrial development necessary to a large immediate 
settlement of the Jewish peop'e in Palestine? There was only one 
possible statesmanlike plan to adopt: To realise all the potent factors of 
the case in a comprehensive scheme which would give due weight to 
every legitimate interest concerned, and tend towards the creation of a 
state of maximum equilibrium and stability between the different forces | 
in the land. Upon any other basis, chiaos would only be added to con. 
fusion, and strife and bitterness created where harmony and good- wil! 
should reign. It is only in the spirit of the Zionist leaders that modern 
“ Irredenta” lands like Italy have been reclaimed. Mr. Zangwill invokes 
the spirit of a Cavour and a Mazzini, and suggests the action of a 
D' Annunzio.. | 
Unfortunately, the differences between Mr. Zangwill and the Zionist 
leaders are even more of a fundamental character. When he 
accuses them of acting like obverted Oliver Twists asking for. 
less instead of more, that is not the gravamen of his charge. His 
indictment has its deeper roots in his insinuation that the Zionist 
leaders ‘‘ have sold the Jewish birthright for a mess of pottage, without 
even obtaining the mess of pottage.” This, taken in conjanction with his 
strange resurrection of his territorial scheme—a scheme as dead as ali 
unread novel by a living author can be—shows that Palestine is no more 
to him now than when he was prepared to abandon the Holy Land, 
or, as he prefers to call it, ‘“‘the onholy Land” (strange term 
for a Jewish idealist, quoting Jehudah Halevy, to use ') for 
In other words, an immediate terr'!- 
tory is the birthright, Palestine the mess» of 
these the Jewish People decided fourteen years ago, when Palestine 
was aclosed door to them and Kishineff was the alternative to East Africa. 
It is true that Jews rejoiced all the world over when the Balfour Declara- 
tion was first published. It is true that when at San Remo it was furthe: 
incorporated in the Peace Treaty with Turkey, and Great Britain accepted 
the Mandate over Palestine, every Jewish centre sent heartfelt messape~ 
of gratitude to the country and people who had been the first to recognise 
their national cause. But gratitude is not synonymous with self-abase- 
ment, nor does acknowledgment signify humiliation. Yet Mr. Zangwill 
en Zionists of crawling “unlike the Hindoos” with “no crawling 
order.” 

Even in his reference to the late military administration, Mr. 
Zangwill does not suffer from an excess of accuracy.. Dr. Weizmann 
openly condemned the action of the military régime at numerous meetings

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here in this country; and it was due largely to the action of the Zionist 
leaders that the military administration was recalled even before the 
‘turkish Treaty was signed, and that Jabotinsky, who by the way is still 
a keen Zionist, was released from the prison to which he had been unjastly 
condemned, 

14.0 Mr. Zangwill’s analysis of the incidence of the Balfour Declara- 
tion, it would be futile to enter. Zionists have never been under the 
delusion that the motives behind the Declaration were purely altruistic. 
They have all along clearly realised the British side of the bargain. But 
it will require the most convincing of documentary proof before Zionists 
will accept the aspersions which Mr. Zangwill casts upon the honesty of 
purpose of Mr. Balfour, Mr. Lloyd George, and the other British statesmen 
who took partin the original negotiations. What, however, concerns us 
far more deeply is whether Great Britain means to stand by har pledged 
word in the nearfuture. While Mr. Zingwiil onters at great length into 
the psychology of British statesmen prior to the Declaration, he is 
singularly silent as to the grounds for his belief in its early repudiation, 
and one is left to infer thit he arrives at his latter conclusion by his 
hitter analysis of the former. Indeed, thore is a curious strain of myopic 
anglophobia about the whole of that section, and it read« more like a 


rilliant paraphrase of “ Albion Perfide” than a reasoned anticipation of 


political events. The sole anthorities quoted are Mr. Henderson and 
Mr. Frederic Harrison. Against these we have to set Mr. Balfour’s 
recent speech at the Albert’ Hall, the Jimes Yeading articles, 
as. well as the official resolutions of the Labour Party and 
the recent communications from Mr. Lloyd George and Lord Curzon. 
Undoubtedly there are hostile influences at work, Jewish as well as 
british, which would strangie the new Jewish State at its birth, but these 
pre-na‘al ululations arc surely as strained as they arc premature. The 
torms of the Mandate have not yet been published, but I can state on the 
highest authority that when they are they will be found to safeguard 
the legitimate interests of the Jewish National Cause. :

race, There is only one limitation to emigration into Palestine. It isthe

and the historie claim of Jews to Palestine which Mr. Zangwi!! so.brilliantly 
roves to be the true meaning of the Balfour Declaration, stand for 
aaught? Is the international status conferred upon the Declaration 
simply a sham? Docs a Zionist Hig’: Commissioner over Palestine 
constitute a shadow? Is the r. cognition of Hebrew as one of the official 


anguages a mere nothing? Truly Mr. Zangwill isa master of negation!. 


When the balance is finally struck, even without the promise of autonomy

JEWISH FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 


The Friendly Societies have a particular responsibility regarding the | 


registration of alien children, a question which was dealt with at a recent 


_ meeting of the Aliens Committee of the Deputies of British Jews. The 


Executive Committee of the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies 
have taken steps to acquaint Approved Societies with the necessity of 
impressing on boys or giris of sixteen not born in this country, who apply 
for State Insurance Cards as new entrants to insurance, with the need of 
complying with the regulations of the authorities. The Secretary of an 
Approved Society is probably in a better position than anyone to reach 
alien youths, and by placing them on their guard will do a great deal to - 
prevent the recurrence of the incidents to which attention was drawn at 
the meeting of the Aliens Committee ofthe Board. Approved Societies 
have also been asked to circylate a leaflet or explanatory statement to all 
alien members of Societies when sending out the half-yearly cards, so 
that it should be clear beyond aii doubt thit registration of alien parents 
does not cover children who were not born in this country. 

It is hoped that the outcome of the concert which was 
organised by the Ladies’ Lodges of the Order Achei Brith will be to yield 


a salisfactory sum in aid of the Building Fund of the Convalescent Home. | 


To whatever extent the Convalescent Home benefits by the function held 
last Saturday evening, the efforts put forth by the officials of the Order 
Achci Brith, and in particular the loyal and disinterested work of the Ladies’ 
Lodges, deserve the thanks of the Friend!y Society movement as a whole. 
The present plans of the Association are directed towards opening the 
Convalescent Home to the movement some time in the spring of next 
year. The actnil purchase arrangements have been completed, a great 
deal of spade-work is necessary, and the rules establishing the Home have 
now been prepared in draft. The Building and Finance Committees are 
mecting to eonsider a scheme of <cnipping the Home. Arrangements 
have been made loculy until the actual occupation. Surplus produce 
from the garden is being sent weekly to the local hospital. fHfforts ona 
large scale must be made in the near future to raise a big sum for the 
purchase of equipment as well as for the repayment of the loans advanced 
by certain of the constituent organisations. London, of course, must lead 
the way, and the experience gained at the provincial conferences held 
in the s&mmer went to show that members of Friendly Societies 
in the Provinces, if properly approached, do not fail to respond. In this 
connection, it is of interest that the Friendly Societies Council at CarJliff 
contemplate holding a mass meeting early in Jannary to help the Home. 
But all the splendid resolutions at conferences and meetings will go for 
nought if, at the critical time when money is wanted to finance an 
institution of a unique character in the Jewish Community, societies hold 
The following further donations have been received: West Central 
Hebrew Loyal United.

INN ON NDT IAN ON Have we nol all one Father? 


Hath not one God created us?’’—Malachi 11, 10. 


This is the third time within the past twenty years that sere has 
becn extended to me what the traditions of this congregation have made 
the Anglo-Jewish Ministry to regard as a great honour, the invitation to 
occupy the pulpit of one of our most respected colleagues in order to 
plead for the oldest of our communal charities in Liverpool, the Jewish 
Philanthropic Society.

MANCHESTER, [F.0.c.] 
THE RELIEF OF VICTIMS OF WAR IN POLAND AND RUSSIA. 


A Conference has been convened of Executives of Manchester oa : 


gogues, Friendly Societies, and Trade Unions, etc., and will be held at 
the Midland Hotel on Sunday next. at four o’clock, for the purpose of 
hearing a report of the work accomplished during the past five years and 
to consider the best method of reorganising the Committee in order to 
continue the work on a larger scale by raising further substantial funds 
to alleviate the needs of suffering Jews abroad. 

Mr. SAMUEL J. COHEN, the President, will preside. 

The report reférred to above is as follows: _ 


In January, 1915, a Conference of Synagogues, Friendly Societies, 


and Trade Unions was held at the Great Synagogue Chambers under the 
chairmanship of the then President of the Congregation, Mr. Levy Davis. 
The Conference resolved that steps should be taken to raise a special 
fund for the purpose of alleviating the distress caused through the war 


among our coreligionists in Poland, Russia, and Palestine. A committee — 
was at once formed of which Mr. Harold L: Behrens was Chairman; Dr. _ 


J. Dulberg, Treasurer; and Mr. N. H. Harris, Hon. Secretary. Special 
efforts were made by. energetic workers, and substantial sums were 
collected. . District committees were organised throughout Manchester 


and Salford, the most successful having been the Hightown Branch, 


which, under the energetic chairmanship of Rabbi I. J. Yoffey, raised 
during the three — 1915—1918 over £3,000, mostly by penny a week 
subscriptions. 


Remarkable success was obtained by the efforts of a Special | 


Campaign Committee, who were able to induce a number of people and 


several well-known firms to contribute monthly or quarterly sums. | 


Many of these contributions have been continued to the present day. 


_ This Committee also organised a concert at the Hippodrome by means 
of which, under the able Chairmanship of the late Sir Daniel Maccabe, 
the sum of £903 was realised. .Another band of enthusiastic workers, 

under the Chairmanship of Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., organised an auction 

sale of miscellaneous gifts, and the substantial sum ‘of £1,490 was thereby — 


realised. Owing to the resignations of Mr. Harold I. Behrens and Dr. J. 


Daiberg in 1917 as President and Treasurer respectively, changes had 


to be made .in the Executive, and Mr. Samuel J. Cohen consented in 
January, 1918, to occupy the dual positions of Chairman and Treasurer. 
In November, 1919, the Committee was reorganised, and the [Executive 
was appointed as follows: President, Mr. Samuel J. Cohen; Vice- 
Presidents, Rabbi I. J. Yoffey and Mr. Jeromg Jacobs; Treasurers,

Through the kindness of the Misses Ritman and their brother 
Mr. Joseph Ritinan, a china tea service, which they gave, was drawn for

and Esau’s despairing cry when he realised that

Jacob atoned 
for his wrong, but the wrong was there, and we 
shall not be accused of disloyalty to the memory 
of the father of our race if we admit the fact.
